Great Britain tonight signed con-| 
tracts for the construction of more 
than $50,000,000 of cargo ships to

dent Roosevelt gave Britain carte 
blanche authority to negotiate for 
American armaments with the 
stipulation that actual orders will 
be withheld until congress acts on 
his loan-lease assistance plan. 

He specifically exempted mer- 
chant vessels, however, since the 
British already have $50,000,000 in 
cash set aside for such construc-. 
tion. | 

The vessels will be of standard- 
ized design, 416 feet long, with a 
57-foot beam. Tonnage of each 
will averagé 9,300. 

The vessels were included in a 
master list of $3,000,000,000 of 
future war purchases which Brit-_ 
ish agents submitted to Secretary 
of Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
Mr. Roosevelt’s co-ordinator of 
foreign war orders, earlier today.

76th congress to set a new record 
for longevity by blocking leader- 
ship plans for sine die adjourn- 


ment. 

As a result, it appeared certain 
there will be no adjournment un- 
til.the session dies a constitutional 
death at noon of January 3 when, 
under the “lame duck” amend- 


ment, the new congress elected 
last month convenes for the first 
time. 

Both house and senate met 
briefly at noon, then recessed un- 
til Monday. Inasmuch as Monday 
will be 356 days from the time 
the current session. started last 
January, convocation that day 
will mark the bredking of the 
354-day longevity record held by 
the World War session of the 65th 
congress. 

Leaders in both house and sen- 
ate had planned to seek sine die 
|adjournment today. But shortly 
before noon, House Speaker Sam 
| Rayburn, told reporters a Repub- 
lican, -whom he refused to. iden- 
tify, had informed him he would 
demand a roll-call on the contem- 
plated adjournment resolution. 
Since a roll-call would require 
presence of a quorum—one more 
than half the chamber’s member- 
ship—and a quorum was not in 
town, Rayburn said he had 
abandoned hopes of adjournment 
and was resigned to a continuous 
session. 

Simultaneously, Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Alben W. Barkley 
announced Senator Warren R., 
Austin, assistant Republican lead- 
er, had taken a firm stand against 
adjournment without a roll-call 
and Barkley doubted that a quo- 
\rum tould he found.

And sooner 
or later he is successful. . By all odds, the slender, talented 
O’Rourke is one of the country’s outstanding passers. Then, 
too, he is an excellent runner and a fine kicker. 


When O’Rourke goes out Connolly comes in. 
And he plays left half just about as well. Henry 
Toczlowski, blocking back; Holovak and Maznicki 
are all talented and hard to handle.

Tulane folks will recall the excellent work on

was just as tough against Auburn.. He backs up a 

line with the ability of two men. And, in fact, he’s 

big enough to be twins. Goodreault, the All- 

America end, didn’t play against Auburn. 

I don’t think there is any question but that Boston Col- 
lege, with a tremendous first-string line and backfield, and 
more than adequate replacements, can hold its own. in 
any company. 

Tennessee may win because of superior finesse. The 
Vols may be a sounder fundamental team. Certainly, not 
even Boston College has the kicking, nor the downfield 
blocking, of Tennessee. 

But whatever the outcome, Sugar Bowl patrons 
are due to see what ranks as by far the most at- 
tractive game of football to be played on New 
Year’s Day.

There are, today, 150 ships of foreign reg- 
istry which have been tied up, ever since the 
war began, in United States ports. Of these, 
27 are Italian and two are German. In addi-

_ tion, there are approximately 146 similar ves- 


sels lying idle in Latin-American ports. 

It is reported from Washington that the 
government is “considering” taking over 37 
Danish vessels and then making them available 
to Britain. It is stated that there is some doubt 
as to the legality of the move and a suggestion 
that it may be necessary to secure congressional 
approval through special legislation. 

Why stop to worry about technicalities when 
the need is so urgent? Why invoke all the de- 
lay inherent in congressional debate, when the 
need for ships, and more ships, grows more 
pressing every day? 

Other Danish ships, and ships of other na- 
tions which have been invaded by Germany, 
have been taken over by Britain and are even 
now working with the British merchant marine 
in carrying food and munitions and planes 
and other supplies to beleaguered Britain. 

This country has avowed, time and again, 
its eagerness to do everything within its power 
to help Britain now. The need is so urgent that 
it is frightening. 

Presumably, if Washington found a fire be- 


ginning in a great forest, with a supply of water 


to put it out at hand, it would wait while the 


legal ownership of the well and of the bucket 
and of the windlass was determined before 
touching anything. And, in the meantime, the 
fire would spread and destroy millions of acres 
of valuable forest. 

Herein lies the weakness of a democracy 
when faced with world emergency. .-Were the 
positions reversed, a dictator would seize the 
ships first and worry about the legality later. 
‘And, if the nation to which the vessels belonged 
didn’t like it, that would be just too bad. 

We don’t want to do anything high-harded 
or irritating to the Danes, but it is a safe bet 
that, could they freely make their real views 
known, those ships would have been ploughing 
through the Atlantic, laden to capacity with 
supplies for Britain, many months ago.

The story of the migrant workers, or would- 
be workers, of the United States, is gradually 
being unfolded.

The Logan-Walter Bill Veto 


Congress has sustained the President’s veto 
of the Logan-Walter bill. While the purpose 
of the measure was undoubtedly good and in 
line with the democratic ideal, it may well be, 
as President Roosevelt said in his veto message, 
that enactment of the bill at this time could 
cause additional confusion and delay in the 
program ‘for national defense and real aid to 
Britain. 

If this is true, it\is well that the veto was 
sustained. For nothing can be allowed to in- 
terfere with the defense undertaking. That 
comes first and all other things can wait. It 
is cold, undeniable fact that, if Hitler triumphs 
over Britain, individual freedom will be gone 
from the world for many years to come and 
democracy will have to wait on a rebirth, no 
man knows how many years hence. : 

Fundamentally, however, the bill was right. 
It sought to make governmental agencies sub- 
ject to review of their actions by the courts. 
This is simple necessity if the democratic 
process is to bring equal rights to all.. The 
man, or the business, subject to the regula- 
tions of a governmental bureau, must have 
equal rights with all others to carry his cause 
to the courts of the land, if he is to be safe 
from bureaucratic autocracy. 

But, as the President said, the measure does 
not fulfill its purpose properly. -It would prob- 
ably be well ‘to defer further action along the 
lines of the now dead bill and devote all at- 
tention to the one vital cause, the upholding 
of Britain and the perfecting of our own de- 
fense. 

In the meantime a better bill than the 
Walter-Logan measure can undoubtedly be 
drawn and passed with general approval on 
some happier day.

Christmas Trees 

When a Georgian purchases a Christmas 
tree he is contributing his mite to a business 
that rung to 10 million dollars annually. Yet 
relatively few are cut in Georgia despite the 
fact they make an excellent cash crop.

those who wonder what role Wen- 
dell L. Willkie will play in the national life, it is worth setting 
down a statement of intention and a statement.of principle which 
he made while in Washington a few days ago. The statements were 
made in private, to influential men and women with whom he dis- 
cussed his plans, but they are considerably more illuminating than 
his public utterances on the topic of the “loyal opposition.” 
Willkie’s intention, as disclosed by him, is to devote himself 


. to making plain to the people the overwhelming issue now con- 


fronting the country—the issue of a potential German victory, and 
the steps the United States ought to take to prevent it. This he 
conceives to be the function of an opposition leader. In doing so, 
he will be guided by principles of foreign policy as clear and as 
hard-headed as any recently enunciated in this country. Again as 
disclosed by him, these principles are: 


IF BRITAIN IS DEFEATED 1. If Britain is defeated, Ger- 


many will dominate the world, 
controlling the industries of Europe, disposing of the raw mate- 
rials of the great democratic empires, and exerting an immense 
commercial influence in South America. In a German-dominated 
world, this country will be forced to take one of two roads. Either 
we can withdraw grimly within our borders, accepting a drastic 
reduction in the standard of living as the price of peace. Or we 
can attempt to compete in the world with the dominant Germans. 
i we take the first road, social consequences will probably ensue 
so grave as to subvert our society. We cannot take the second with- 
out subverting our society voluntarily, adopting totalitarian methods 
to compete with the Germans on equal terms. 

(2) Since the risks of a passive policy are so terrible, it be- 
hooves this country to redouble its efforts to give Britain all aid 
short of war. “All aid short of war” should be realistically defined 
asvany form of aid not likely to drive Germany to declare war 
against us. Fortunately, the last thing Germany wants is to make 
this country a belligerent. And thus it is possible to go far beyond 
anything done to date to support Britain in her struggle for sur- 
vival. ° 

Willkie has not yet decided how best to put what he wants to 
say on the record, but the above can be accepted as representing 
his views with exact accuracy. It is difficult to recall as cogent 
or as sensible a summary of the reasons and purposes of Ameri- 
can policy. 

It should effectively stop the recurrent rumors that Willkie’s 
views have changed fundamentally, since the time when he was 
nominated at Philadelphia as a man who could not swallow the 
philosophy of appeasement. These rumors arose naturally. 

During the last weeks of the campaign both Willkie and the 
President descended to unpleasantly political controversy about 
the so-called “peace issue.” Then since the campaign ended, a 
number of Willkie’s campaign associates have cast their lot with 
the faction in the country represented by Joseph P. Kennedy, the 
“America, First” Committee and Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh. 
A powerful publisher, one of Willkie’s leading private backers and 
one of the few organization politicians really close to him are all 
cases in point. Some prophets have expected Willkie to follow his 
friends. But he will not do so if his practice is anything like his 
theory. Instead, he will throw his still great influence into the bal- 
ance on the anti-isolationist side. 7 


PERSONAL CONVICTION His course is dictated by per- 

sonal conviction, but it also fits 
in with the necessities of his political situation. The isolationist 
and appeasement-minded Republican leaders, both in and out of 
congress, are already openly working to destroy Willkie’s power 
in the party. Most of them are the old-liners who were toppled 
off their pedestals by the Willkie movement, and such a reaction 
was to be expected of them. Willkie is ready to give them battle 
and a first-class fight is ahead. 

For the present, to be sure, Willkie is naturally preoccupied 
with his personal plans. He has refused offers of a high industrial 
position, of two large magazine salaries and three places as a syn- 
dicated columnist, and of a big job as a utilities executive. He 
seems to have made up his mind to return to the law, and as he 
wants to avoid weakening his authority by taking the tag of 
Pe gt lawyer,’ he must arrange his business life rather care- 
ully. 

Before long, however, he will begin to speak. On certain topics, 
he will oppose the President. For example, he feels that with 
proper leadership and organization adequate national defense can 
be prepared without the radical steps some people in Washington 
are now discussing. Again, on other topics, he may go beyond the 
President. But if he continues to be governed by the principles 
summarized heretofore, he will do what he wants to do—make the 
great issue plain.

ONE WORD MORE. 
By RALPH McGILL. . 
COMIC STRIPS ET-AL. For a couple of days now I have 


been around a couple 
the comic-strip business. This has been an aeicintiae’ naa in 
nature with neither buying nor selling involved. 

Aside from a fairly definite protein hangover, caused from eat- 
ing too many thick steaks, and a sort of smothered feeling from 
breathing air thick with tobacco smoke, I am none the worse for 
the experience. Indeed, I have enjoyed the two days in which 
several hours were spent in shop talk. Newspaper persons are the 
only persons I know who enjoy talking shop. They not only enjoy 
it, they insist on it. 

These two persons were in the comic-strip business, one as an 
executive and the other as an idea man. 

About 60 per cent of the comic-strip artists draw and write their 
on stuff. Usually this 60 per cent will have some help, usually one 
assistant. The remaining 40 per cent usually do merely the draw- 
ing after the idea man or idea men, sometimes called continuity 
men, have developed the idea. 

The comic business is a very serious business. It is not done 
dashingly, but studiously and painstakingly. The idea man with 
whom I have been visiting has for a number of years been an idea 
man for one of the most famous of all radio programs. He also 
is the idea man for one of the better-known comics. The artists 
for this comic simply draw it from the rough outline of the idea 
man. The “balloons,” or lines, all are done by the idea man. This, 
one should understand, is true in about 40 per cent of the busi- 
ness. Most of the artists write their own stuff as well as draw it. 
They do have help. The business of producing. an idea each day 
for a comic strip, especially in the “funny” strips, where there must 
be a laugh each day, becomes a terrific drain. 

If you are wondering what sort of a job 


YOUR SON’S JOB 
your son ought to prepare himself for, 


you might give consideration to that of becoming an expert idea 
man in the comic-strip business. 

I can assure you it is a more highly specialized field than that 
to be found in any other business. The pay is good. running from 
$500 per week on up. There are, in the whole United States. not 
more than 20 really expert ones. In fact, as far as some comics 
go, there are not more than one or two persons in the whole 
country who can keep them going. 

Now and then comics fold up and die when the originator dies | 
or is taken from us in an accident. They die simply because there 
is no idea man who can take them and keep them going. 

Occasionally the originator passes on and an idea man takes the 
comic and makes it do even better than when the originator had it 

This is a field limited to those who are born with the talent 
It may be nursed and developed, but let me tell you, my friends 
one does not learn this work out of books or schools. It is either 
in the old head or it isn’t. So, if your son does not have that 
rare gift of being able, not of saying cute and clever things, but 
of being able to think up continuity gags and ideas, let him be- 
come something more simple, like a newspaperman or a doctor or 
a great financier, 

The comic idea man is perhaps the greatest specialist of them 
all, unless it be those who are experimenting with the smashing 
of atoms and the like. And, even so, I believe the comic-strip 
idea man—the really good one—is in the most highly specialized 


field of all. 
THE METHODS It requires about six seconds to read the 
average comic strip. 

Work on that strip occupied at least two men an average of 
fouf hours each. 

The strips, and the Sunday pages, are built up panel by panel. 

A good. idea man turns out a good Sunday page and one week 
of daily strips in about three days. That often involves the 
12-hour day. The not-so-good ones work a week at the job. 

The good idea man scorns “stealing” ideas. There is a great 
deal of “borrowing” of ideas. Many artists have all the comic- 
strip gags filed, indexed and cross-indexed. They follow a sort of 
formula and their work shows it.

CHIROPODY 
FOR THE ARMY. 


Editor Constitution: Thousands 
of potentially good soldiers now 
coming up for examination will 
be barred from service because of 
remediable foot defects. Speaking 
at the November meeting of the 
society recently, Dr. W: J. Cox, 
president of the Georgia State 
Chiropody Association, regretted 
that chiropodists are not included 
on the medical examination 
boards. 

In the last war, Dr. Cox stated, 
45,000 of the first 2,000,000 
draftees were turned down be- 
cause of so-called flat feet and 
other abnormalities. That is the 
equivalent of three full army di- 
visions. Declaring that these ef- 
fections are handled successfully 
every day by chiropodists, the 
speaker pointed out that thou- 
sands of these rejected men could 
have been reclaimed by simple, 
inexpensive measures if chiropo- 
dists had been attached to the 
training camps. 

Legislation to that end is now 
pending before the Military Af- 
fairs Committees of both houses 
of the congress. 

The Georgia Association of 
Chiropodists is one of the most 
progressive associations in the 
United States. Being affiliated 
with the National Association of 
Chiropodists, it is now working 
under the able leadership of Dr. 
W. M. Cone, of Atlanta, cha’-man

Through Art 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Our first reception of the year, 
the reception to the judiciary, took place last night. It brought us 
a comparatively small number of guests, so that our initiation was 

easy. Often he first reception is rather an ef- 
fort, because I am not accustomed to standing 
and shaking hands.
